A man was stabbed and another 
left suffering from injuries 
caused by a hammer following 
a fight that spilled into an Isle 
of Dogs school. 

Staff at George Green’s School in 
Manchester Road rushed to offer first 
aid to the injured men and were praised 
for their courage. 

Police were called to the school last 


Wednesday morning after reports a 
clash between two men with weapons 
had shifted from the street into the 
entrance to the hydropool. 

The school was quick to reassure 
parents that no children were involved 
and headteacher Kenny Frederick 
issued a Tweet “before rumours start 
spreading”. 

A 34-year-old from E14 was stabbed 
while a 40-year-old man from Ilford 
received hammer blows to the head.

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Statue causes ripples 



A MYSTERIOUS figure that seems to be walking on water 
has appeared outside The Grapes at Dunbar Wharf. 

And it's not a Mordor spell that made the Antony 
Gormley sculpture magically appear, but Sir Ian McKellen 
who had the figure installed outside his pub, looking out at 
the tides of the Thames. 

Sir Ian is a Gormley fan and owns another of his artworks 
which stands on The Lord of The Rings star's balcony. 

Narrow Street residents watched in amazement last week 
as the figure was installed on a 20ft plinth shipped on a 
barge and lowered in by crane. It took the 
team three days to drive a steel pile into the 
foreshore. 

Tim Cheong, from Timuna Sea Dive 
Centre who photographed the figure's 
installation, said: "It's pretty generous 
of Sir Ian to put an iconic sculpture in a 
place that can be seen by anyone who's 
observant." 

The Port of London Authority 
confirmed that the actor had been granted a permit to 
install the sculpture. 

Martin Garside, from PLA, said: "We carefully assessed 
how the structure would be installed and if it would be a 
hazard to passing vessels - which it's not. 

"The sculpture has been installed where an existing pile 
was already and is adjacent to other piles and structures 
which are in a safe zone. Sir Ian noticed the existing pile and 
asked if he could make good use of it."

B ursting at the seams with 
fabrics, pattern cutters and 
machinery, East End firm 
Harris and Zei has already 
established itself as the tailor of choice 
for big brands including Pepe Jeans 
and Alice Temperley. 

But, spread across two floors of 
its Limehouse base, the family-run 
firm recently become caught up in 
a resurgent “Made in England buzz”, 
providing a stepping stone to expand 
its business. 

Managing director Nahid Harris, 
22 said the rocketing profile of 
home-made garments within the 
fashion industry had strengthened 
the base of the 40-year-old firm over 
the past 12 months. 

And he now has his sights set on 
creating high-quality bespoke and 
ready to wear collections for the 
“fashion conscious professional male” 
produced and sold by his company 
- with the help of a small army of 
local apprentices to aid his 40-strong 
workforce. 

“There has always been a proud 
history of tailoring in England,” said 
Nahid, whose days are spent designing 
and creating garments. 

“Made in England holds its own 
value and now we can be more specific 
and say Made in London’. 

“I think the label has got its own 
value and not just for the UK market - 
there’s a huge market for the garments

in places like China. They are always 
interested in British manufactured 
goods. 

“We want to take that opportunity 
and produce our own garments, our

While Harris and Zei’s bespoke 
collection has been available for a 
couple of months, Nahid’s main diary 
date is in the summer, when the vast 
ready-to-wear range - created from 
materials sourced from British and 
Italian fabric mills - is revealed. 

And he said recruiting fresh 
local talent in the form of up to 10 
apprentices through a Government- 
led scheme would be crucial to its 
success. 

Budding tailors will become 
immersed in the industry, spending 
time in the cutting department 
learning made to measure skills as 
well as operating sewing machines, 
picking up finishing techniques and 
keeping an eye on quality control. 

He said: “It’s a great opportunity for 
young adults, especially those who 
can’t afford to go to university or are 
finding it hard to get a job. 

“It’s a lot of work and there’s a lot to 
do yet, but it’s all coming together. I’m 
excited about it all.”

He met some of the 300 guests invited from the 
Greenwich community including Air Cadets, Royal 
British Legion, Girl Guides, Army Cadets, and representa¬ 
tives from the Sikh, Chinese, Irish, and Islamic commu¬ 
nities. Guests enjoyed afternoon tea to celebrate the day 
in 1953 that the ship was handed over to the Cutty Sark 
Preservation Society. 

Lord Sterling, chairman of the Cutty Sark thanked 
the Duke of Edinburgh for his continued support of the 
Cutty Sark and the National Maritime Museum. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of Greenwich Council said: 
“Coming here today proves we can come together, 
integrate and unite as a community.

'dream' takes 
another vital 
step forward

THE “long held dreams” of Silvertown 
teachers to open a secondary school in 
their community have been granted. 

The Department for Education (DfE) 
has given the nod to an application by 
charity Oasis Community Learning, 
working in partnership with Britannia 
Village Primary School, to create the 
Oasis Academy Silvertown Free School 
for youngsters aged 11 to 16. 

The facility-which has also received 
backing from social entrepreneur Lord 
Andrew Mawson - will open with an 
initial intake of 120 Year Seven pupils 
in September 2014, progressing to four 
forms of entry. 

They will learn the National 
Curriculum alongside a programme

that will see partnerships with local 
businesses, arts organisations and 
community groups. 

Silvertown residents - who backed 
the proposals from the outset - will 
also benefit from a newly-created 
Oasis Community Hub bringing 
together opportunities, activities and 
community services. 

Oasis founder Steve Chalke said: 
“I am thrilled that Oasis has been 
given the opportunity to open a new 
secondary Free School academy in 
Silvertown. We hope that this school 
will play a vital role in the wider 
regeneration of the Royal Docks.” 

A location for the new school has 
yet to be finalised. 

■ Last week, Education Secretary 
Michael Gove gave the green light to 
102 new free schools to open from 
2014. 

One such proposal was for the East 
London Academy of Music (ELAM) in 
Tower Hamlets. 

The school for 16 to 19-year-olds is 
the brainchild of Will Kennard - one 
half of production duo Chase and 
Status - who wants to offer students 
from deprived areas access to the 
music industry.

Edward I moved the Mint to the 
tower in 1379 under his watchful 
gaze after the currency fell into 
disrepute and coin clipping - cutting 
pennies for the silver content - 
became rife. He set about finding 
scapegoats including his mint masters 
- and the entire Jewish population. 


Charles II and the 
restoration of monarchy 

The introduction of milling - machine 
struck coinage - from the 1660s saw 
the arrival of the screw-press. At the 
same time, the restored monarchy in 
the shape of Charles II rejected the 
commonwealth, including coinage, 
some of which was made from the 
melted down Crown Jewels in 1649. 


Isaac Newton and the 
counterfeit challenge 

Isaac Newton was at the mint from 
1696 until 1727. He was given this job 
as a sinecure but he took it seriously. 
His most famous accomplishment 
was to catch and punish notorious 
counterfeiter William Challoner. But 
he also brought a revelatory scientific 
approach to efficiency of production. 




Elizabeth I and the painful 
reclamation of integrity 

Henry VIII had debased his currency, 
taking silver out of the coins to fund 
his wars. The impact on the economy 
was devastating as all trust was lost in 
the currency. In the 1560s, Elizabeth 
took the painful step of recoining - 
bringing in all the debased money, 
melting it down and remaking it. 



George III and the use of 
other countries’ coinage 

In the 18th century, a shortage of 
silver coins meant other countries' 
currencies were commandeered. To 
make coins appear legitimate, the 
mint stamped the head of George III 
into the coins. Meanwhile the arrival 
of steam mechanisation saw the mint 
move to nearby Tower Hill in 1810.

A patch of land in Greenwich 
has become a battleground 
for campaigners and devel¬ 
opers, who have different 
views on how to transform the space. 

Proposals have been submitted to 
the borough council to develop land in 
Creek Road and Bardsley Lane into a 
housing and commercial scheme, with 
improvements to the Up The Creek 
Comedy Club and Lord Hood pub. 

Greenwich-based agents BPTW 
partnership, acting for the applicant 
Family Mosaic, say the 83-home 
scheme - spread across four blocks 
rising to five storeys - will turn the 
area from “an under-loved forgotten 
street into a vibrant space”. 

Jeffrey Ruffels, senior land manager 
at Family Mosaic, said: ‘The scheme 
will improve that whole area. We 
have a number of retail units already 
marketed and there’s a lot of interest. 

“It’s very likely to contain a super¬ 
market, restaurant, a fitness centre

and possibly a bank, but it’s early days 
yet.” 

It is the largest plot of land included 
in the scheme - between the Lord Hood 
pub and the Greenwich Book Place 
and Gallery - which has prompted 
campaigners to harness support for 
an alternative village green scheme. 

Made In Greenwich gallery owner 
Edward Hill declared the space a 
“community asset” and said he was 
concerned about the scale of the 
proposed housing. 

He said: “It’s a very big development. 
It is going to have a tremendous 
impact for anyone arriving from the 
west.

Edward’s group is 
suggesting the space

He said the units on Bardsley Lane 
would be ideal for workshops. 

“If the community supports the 
village green, we can start to apply 
more pressure,” he said. 

There are already plans approved 
for 106 housing units on the land. 

Mr Ruffels said: We held a public 
consultation and generally, we have 
had good feedback. 

“There has been some concern about 
the scale but, given it’s already got 
consent, in a way, that argument has 
been had.” 

■ Campaigners will be hosting a 
public event on the land at lunchtime, 
on June 2.

A police spokesman told 
The Wharf shortly after the 
incident: “Both were arrested 
on suspicion of GBH pending 
CPS consideration of any subse¬ 
quent charges. The men were 
in hospital for observation but 
their injuries are not thought 
to be life threatening or life 
changing.” 

A spokeswoman for George 
Green’s confirmed no children 


were using the pool at the time 
and that there was no entrance 
to the school through the pool 
lobby. 

She said: ‘This was a very 
serious incident for the adults 
involved and tribute must be 
paid to the staff members from 
George Green’s who unselfishly 
offered first aid to strangers. 

“It is important to stress that 
such incidents at any school in 
Tower Hamlets are extremely 
rare. 

‘This school has a friendly 


atmosphere, which makes the 
events of this morning all the 
more shocking.” 

The London Ambulance 
service said they had sent out 
an ambulance responder, two 
ambulance crews and a London 
Air Ambulance to the school, 
when it was called at 11.20am.

Plans for super-mosque 
rejected after legal fight 

NEWHAM Plans to build a mosque near West 
Ham that would be four times the size of St 
Paul's Cathedral have been defeated by the 
High Court. 

Newham Borough Council argued that the 
Anjuman-E-lslahul-Mislimeen Trust, which 
is behind the scheme, had a track record of 
contravening planning controls on a site it 
owns near the Abbey Mills Pumping Station. 

As well as rejecting permission for the 
development, the council has now won an 
injunction forcing the trust to stop using the 
Riverine Centre as a place of worship. 


Landlord fined after he 
left tenants high and dry 

WOOLWICH A landlord has been fined £9,000 
after leaving his tenants without water, 
electricity or washing facilities. 

Rajanikant Mehendra Patel was found 
guilty in his absence at Bexley Magistrates 
Court of nine offences that breached housing 
management regulations. 

Tenants called environmental health officers 
after he undertook work which made it impos¬ 
sible for them to live there. 

Magistrates fined Patel £1,000 for each 
offence together with a victim surcharge of 
£120, and awarded £890 costs.

A ctivists who went to the 
High Court to get Newham 
councillors to re-pay millions 
for the doomed Pleasure 
Gardens scheme have failed - and 
were told not bring any further legal 
challenges without the permission of 
a judge. 

The east London-based Commu¬ 
nities United Party has been hit with 


a rare civil restraint order and told to 
curb its litigation, which has seen nine 
“truly hopeless claims” since 2011. 

The latest bid, lodged today saw 
party leader, solicitor Kamran Malik, 
seek court orders requiring councillors 
to give up six months’ salary or resign 
over the bungled Pleasure Gardens 
project at Silvertown. The council had 
lent the backers £3.3millionto establish 
the urban arts and music venue beside 
the Royal Docks before the Olympics. 
But the project collapsed after a series 
of poorly-managed events left ticket- 
holders furious. 


Pleasure Gardens supporters 
imagined they would profit from 
people milling around the Excel 
Olympic venue but efficient transpor¬ 
tation deprived the grounds of traffic. 

Nearly a year on, the installations - 
including a mock One Canada Square 
and a number of large marquees - are 
still in place on the site. 

Former mayoral candidate Malik 
said the loan was “inept” and applied 
for a judicial review against 22 
councillors and officials. 

But Mr Justice Collins, sitting in 
London, said the party “comes running 


to this court every time Newham 
makes a decision it does not like” 
which constituted a “real nuisance”. 

The judge also ordered the party 
to pay Newham more than £2,000 in 
legal costs. The council, which did not 
seek the order, says it has spent more 
than £6,000 defending claims. 

A council spokesman said: “We are 
pleased that the High Court has recog¬ 
nised the nuisance caused by these 
flawed and failed legal challenges. 

“They have used up considerable 
council resources, which would have 
been more usefully spent.”

Men jailed for 
life over killing 
in debt dispute 


TWO Greenwich men who used “calculated, 
deadly violence” to shoot a 23-year-old dead in 
the street have been jailed for life. 

Robert Bleach, 46, of Halstow Road, and David 
Pinto, 33, of Tyler Street were both sentenced to 
life in prison, serving a minimum of 31 years, 
after they were convicted of the murder of 
Genson Courtney - the stepson 
of gangland celebrity Dave 
Courtney. 

The pair were found guilty of 
murder at the Old Bailey. 

The court heard how the 
victim threatened his uncle, 

Pinto, over £1,000 he believed 
was owed to him. 

On July 3, 2011, Pinto and 
Bleach lay in wait for Courtney 
as he left his girlfriend’s flat in 
Banning Street Greenwich and 
shot him once in the head as he 
left. 

Det Chief Insp Kenny 
McDonald said: “Genson Courtney had issues 
with members of his family including Pinto but 
there are many ways of resolving such issues. 

‘Violence is not one of them, but if it is used, 
those who chose this path will be pursued, 
arrested and put before the courts to face 
justice.”

It begins a destructive quest 
to track down the iconic figure 


and make some sense of his own 
fractured existence (his "difficult 
second album", according to pal 
Mel). 

Meanwhile, in smoggy Beijing, 
Zhang Lin (Benedict Wong - 
brilliant) is haunted by that same 
day and his festering sadness turns 
to anger and then action. 

Encapsulating the New York 
brownstones, strip joints, pap lines 
and smoggy high-rises this is neces¬ 
sarily cinematic in scope and attack. 

All this is aided by Lyndsey 
Turner's dynamic direction and the 
use of a vast, rotating Rubik's Cube 
of a set that introduces flashbacks, 
cut-aways and vignettes as well as 
hosting the main action. 

The political never forgets 
the personal and the fractious 


relationship between driven 
Schofield and self-possessed 
consumer researcher Tessa (a scene¬ 
stealing Tessa Kendrick) grounds 
the sprawling, flinty drama.

that it also has a knock-on effect to 
metabolic rate so you'll be a little 
more efficient at burning off those 
business lunches too. 

The following session formed 
part of Matt Damon's weekly 
sprint drill when training for 2009's 
rugby drama Invictus - warm-up by 
jogging slowly for one mile, stretch, 
rest for a few minutes. 

Run a total of four miles dividing 
each mile into sections with the first 
100 yards at 25 percent maximum 
speed; 100 yards at 75 percent 
maximum speed, then 200 yards at 
25 percent maximum speed. 

This is a great workout that even 
beginners can tailor to their fitness 
level - you can do it anywhere and 
it shouldn't take longer than 40-45 
minutes.

Beth Allcock meets a woman who wants to heal the world with her designs 


I wasn’t born ethical, I learned along the 
way,” said Delphine Jean-Gilles, a fa¬ 
miliar face at Greenwich Market since 
setting up stall with her eco-friendly 
clothing line three years ago. 

“I have become more environmentally 
sensitive and when you have a child too 
it makes you realise you have to be more 
thoughtful about everything. 

“As I was working on the business, I 
learned a lot of things and I developed 
them as I went along.” 

After being made redundant from her 
London-based interior design job in 2009, 
Delphine - originally from Paris - poured 
her creative talent into the fashion 
industry. 

She set up her clothing business, RedDol- 
phins, in 2010 after embracing the challenge 
of producing ethical t-shirts for a charity 
event and is set to expand her own t-shirt 
and sweater collections into the realm of 
sportswear. 

Using organic cotton and bamboo fabrics 
sourced from a London-based factory, 
the Blackheath resident said she was a 
hands-on designer, printing her logos 
onto her clothing from her Charlton-based 
studio. 

But despite having a range of such 
designs under her belt - spanning the 



best-seller dandelion print to a bird cage 
and trees with flowers - the concept of 
an ethical, feel-good product has always 
underpinned her work. 

“I wouldn’t do it any other way,” said 
the mum-of-one. ‘There’s no way I would 
have a t-shirt that was made by children 
in a sweatshop, it’s completely against my 
values. 


“If doing it like that was the only way, I 
wouldn’t have a business in retail. People 
are always happy to get something that’s 
made ethically. It’s just a matter of making 
it more stylish and affordable and cool. 

“People want to wear something nice and 
a design that they like - you can’t expect 
people to buy something just because it’s a 
green product, that’s just not real. 

“A lot of the time, people talk of 
something ethical as something plain and 
when you Google organic clothes, a lot of 
designs are similar - there are trees, or a 
panda. My idea is to transform that into 
something different. 

“I try to seduce people with the design and 
also make sure customers know it’s made a 
certain way that doesn’t hurt anyone and 
doesn’t harm the environment.” 

With a five-year plan for her firm in 
Greenwich, Delphine said she was also 
looking to boost her profile in Scandinavia, 
New Zealand and Australia, where appre¬ 
ciation for green products is high. 

“I’m keen to sell my products there,” she 
said.

T here’s no shortage of impres¬ 
sive beaches and stunning 
scenery in the Caribbean.

Covered by a thick blanket of 
rainforest, with jagged mountains 
rising from the ocean, it’s a superb 
proposition for even the most seasoned 
Caribbean traveller. Mountains abound 
and you can visit sulphur springs in a 
volcano at Soufriere. Then there are 
the beaches - loads of them, easily 
accessible and with good swimming 
conditions. 

What’s more, the majority of hotels 
and restaurants on the island have 
been carefully positioned to capitalise 


on the wealth of great views. It was 
my intention to sample as many as 
possible on a recent visit to the island. 

I was staying at St James’ Club in 
Morgan Bay, just north of the capital. 
With rooms perched over a lovely 
beach, the hotel has recently been 
taken over by the Elite Island Resorts 
hotel group and has had a spruce-up. 

The resort is spread out, but golf- 
style buggies are on hand to get you 
to your rooms if the step-climbing 
becomes too arduous. 

We also enjoyed a holiday within 
a holiday. We had been invited by 
British-born Michael Thom and his 
Italian wife Maria to sample C’est La 
Vie - an exclusive retreat the couple 
have created in secluded grounds 
at Trouya Pointe on the north-west 
coast. 

There are just a handful of rooms, 
invariably taken up by groups with 
something to celebrate but who want 
to do it in relaxing circumstances.

Spicy chicken soft tacos 
Wahaca, £5.50 


A t the end of this review 
you'll find five black stars. 
But don't be fooled. Those 
are 24-carat, diamond studded 
little pips smeared all over with 
liquid saffron and sprinkled with 
mermaids' tears. 

Whether it was just the perfect 
melange of tastes at the right 
time or genuine greatness, it's 
impossible to tell. 

But the lime, the coriander, the 
heat, the firm, pliable tacos. 

What was I doing with my 
lunchtimes before discovering 
this delight? Wasteful, wasteful. 

Repeat after me. I shall pop 
down to Wahaca this lunchtime 
and order the chicken soft tacos 
to go. This is not an advert, I am 
not in the pay of gap-toothed 
Masterchef darling Thomasina 
Miers (although some of my 
tombstone gnashers could 
probably give her a run for her 
money). I merely want to spread 
the word. 

Sure, ordering at the bar feels 
weird and awkward. It's a poor 
system in an otherwise smoothly 
laid back establishment. 

But it won't prevent me from 
evangelising about this sublime 
boxed treat.

Old Street 

W hen the bubbly waitress 
at Fifteen announced the 
plates at Jamie Oliver’s 
restaurant were “designed 
for sharing”, my partner shot me a 
sceptical look. 

Our palates are chalk and cheese. I’m 
all fresh vegetables, pungent cheeses 
and fish. He’s meats and butter-soft 
potatoes with Italian herbs. 

So we turned to something we can 
always agree on - the wine - before 
attempting to resolve our differences. 

Abottle of La Belle Maison Sauvignon 
Blanc (£23) whet our tastebuds well, in 
the restaurant’s lovely, relaxed dining 
space. 

The newly-refurbished venue, 
which uses its profits to provide 
unemployed people with a better 
future, has a mouth-watering menu of 
daily dishes from executive head chef 
Jon Rotheram. 

And, with the help of a little expla¬ 
nation from out waitress - I’d never 
encountered Pink Fir before (It’s a 
potato), we chose dishes of varying 
prices, all designed in a tapas-style 
sharing way. 

The selection of sourdough, rye 
and focaccia breads (£4) seemed a safe 
place to start, served with butter and 
chicken butter. 

The beautifully-presented portions 
were impressive. As we progressed 
through plates of moreish beef broth 
with its immediate horseradish hit 
from the dumplings and sweet tang 
of beetroot (£7), juniper cured salmon 
complimented perfectly with the 
chervil and balanced by fresh cream 
and crackers (£9) and creamy, cheesy 


dish packed with nutty Pink Fir, hints 
of garlic and the must-have beer onions 
(£8), we were sharing converts. 

The concept is at its heart, whether 
its spreading good through its profits 
or flavours through its expertly 
cooked food. 

As the dishes’ arrival was staggered 
throughout the evening, delivered 
fresh from the oven, it’s the perfect 
place to unwind over a few hours. 

The warm, cosy vibe produced by 
the food and sense of community 


seduced me so much that I managed 
to share my delicious desert - rhubarb 
and custard eclair (£6). Now that’s real 
altruism.

Homeless charity serves up a mixed menu

Brigade 


Tooley Street 

T he prospect of hearty British fare 
within a fire station-turned- 
restaurant seemed the perfect fit 
for a Saturday night out. 

Social enterprise Brigade offers 
those at risk of homelessness a chance 
to shine in the kitchen through an 
in-house apprenticeship scheme and 
the feel good factor hit as soon as we 
stepped inside. 

The dining space is slick and chic 
with exposed brickwork and an 
open-plan kitchen, meaning shouts of 
"service" spatter the experience - a 
nice touch for those who, like me, 
consider themselves Masterchef 
boffins.

But, it was an atmosphere of 
two halves, with the buzzy feel of 
Brigade's adjacent bar failing to 
penetrate the restaurant space - we 
were one of only three tables for the 
majority of our meal. 

The immaculately-presented 


starters successfully took the edge 
off the awkward feeling.My partner's 
scotch egg and potted pork belly 
(£8.95) was a visual delight, with 
a runny yolk and mouth-watering 
crackling in hearty apple chutney. 

My sweetcorn and basil soup 
(£5.95), while not proffeing the same 
visual impact, was a beautifully light 
and fresh start to the meal, with a 
strong but not overpowering taste. 

But while presentation remained 
strong throughout, taste was the 
victim in my main course. 

Ravoli of samphire and goat's 
cheese (£15.50) promised a salty, 
creamy combination encased in a 
pasta shell but arrived a soggy mush, 
washed up in a watery vegetable 
soup - presumably served as a 
substitute for the melted tomato 
compote, to which I'm allergic. 


It was a sorry offering compared 
to my partner's tasty steak and oxtail 
burger (£15.95), with a relish that 
tingled on the tongue. I can only 
assume the middle course was a 
taste blip, as my creamy Mille Feuille 
(£7.95) stole the show in the dessert 
round. 

Its tower-like presentation and 
perfectly matched flavours of spiced 
apple, juicy sultana and hints of 
ginger offered a sweet excuse for a 
return visit.

Latest Flying Spur 
is everything that 
buyers look for in a 
luxurious Bentley

T here may be many more 
bicycles in Beijing than there 
are Bentleys but the British 
luxury car maker is acutely 
aware of the fortune China holds. 

The Chinese love luxury and Bentley 
does luxury very well. And when it 
comes to cars what goes down best in 
China is a four door saloon, especially 
one with plenty of leg room in the 
rear. 

So where more appropriate for 
Bentley to stage the debut drive of 
its £140,000 Flying Spur - the car it 
describes as the best luxury saloon in 
the world - than Beijing, capital of a 
nation where 2,253 Bentleys were sold 
last year, just 200 short of the firm’s 
sales tally in America. 

China is now Bentley’s second 
biggest market behind America - the 
UK ranks third with 1,104 sales in 
2012 - and across the world demand is 
booming, up 22 per cent year on year 
to 8,510 cars. 

The Flying Spur is Bentley at its best 
- prestigious, powerful and posh. 

It is the most powerful four door 
saloon Bentley has ever made with 
616bhp coming from a hugely potent 
12-cylinder, six-litre engine complete 
with two turbos. 

The performance is awesome, with 
a 200mph top speed and a 0-60 time 
of 4.3 seconds, from a car which is 17ft 
4ins long and weighs the best part 


of three tonnes. Yet that is lighter 
than its predecessor by 50 kilos, an 
achievement that has improved fuel 
economy by 13.5 per cent to enable 
Bentley to claim 19.2mpg. 

Other changes include a new 
damping and steering set up to give 
the car more feel and balance but not 
at the expense of Bentley’s legendary 
ride refinement. 

If anything the Flying Spur is signif¬ 
icantly quieter inside than before and 
the car has moved into a niche of its 
own, dropping the Continental from 
its name. 

It carries itself with grace and an 
edge of venom while inside classic 
Bentley touches and handcrafted 



The spur's luxurious rear seats 


finishes come together with touch¬ 
screen technology and a Breitling 
timepiece. 

A multi-media system driven by a 
64GB hard drive allows Wi-Fi connec¬ 
tivity on the move and, in the rear 
seats, a pop out remote control can 
be used to operate most of the car’s 
facilities, ranging from the climate 
control to the individual DVD players 
that can be viewed from screens fitted 
into the back of the headrests. 

On the W12 Mulliner model we 
drove there was even a sizeable refrig¬ 
erator hidden away behind the back 
seat armrest. 

Our drive from the traffic mayhem 
of downtown Beijing to the Great Wall 
of China at Jinshanling gave us almost

300 miles to evaluate the car and every 
aspect of its dynamics impressed. So 
does the comfort, especially in the 
rear where space is immense. 

Power is on demand, smooth on a 
gentle throttle but able to spit like fire 
if required. 

On our drive average fuel 
consumption showed just shy of 



17mpg which given the conditions 
was impressive for such a motor. 

Rivals include the likes of the 
Mercedes S600, the Rolls-Royce 
Ghost and Aston Martin’s Rapide and 
Bentley is pricing the Flying Spur 
from £140,900 for the W12 to £150,220 
for the exceptionally well appointed 
Mulliner. A surefire hit. 


Three into two does go 


T he idea of having two doors on one side 
of a car and just one the other sounds 
like madness in the making, but it's a 
theory Hyundai pressed ahead with on its 
Veloster model - and it works. 

You would imagine the car would look 
ridiculous, but it doesn't and I tested a 
couple of non-car fanatics to make sure. 

Hyundai introduced its 1+2 coupe model 
because it felt it would improve access to the 
rear seats and it does, especially on the side 
with the extra door. 

But make no mistake, there is nothing 
gimmicky about the Veloster and the car 
I tried - a Turbo SE - looked stunning and 


delivered the goods on the performance 
front too. 

It boasts a low-slung, sporty stance 
with 18-inch alloys, a turbo rear spoiler 
with integrated LED tail light, LED daytime 
running lights and large sweeping front light 
clusters. 

Acceleration is smooth and the car copes 
equally well in busy city centre traffic as it 
does on faster motorways and country lanes. 

It proved great fun to drive and I'm 
surprised we don't see more of them on our 
roads today, especially when the one I tried 
only costs £21,995.

T he arrival of Crossrail 
across the capital 
is significantly 
increasing property 
value around its planned 
stations, including Canary 
Wharf.

Beware the 
promises of 
marketing 


Q l am a first time property 
investor from Asia who 
bought in the UK for the 
first time last year following a 
property exhibition in 
Singapore. Unfortunately I was 
completely trusting in the 
glossy brochures and was 
subsequently horrified to learn 
what I thought was a luxury 
apartment in an "up and 
coming area" on the Crossrail 
route is actually in an area that 
is considered as one of the 
least desirable parts of London 
and the tenants are causing me 
nothing but trouble. Is there 
anything I could have done that 
would have offered me some 
protection? 


A Unfortunately when 

buying from abroad it is 
so easy to fall into this 
trap. Great marketing material 
can make virtually anything look 
desirable - that's why developers 
hire companies to do this for 
them. 

It is, however, easy to be 
hoodwinked into thinking you 
are buying something good that 
is not that hot 
unless you are 
prepared to do 
your own due 
diligence. 

As always 
most investors 
are looking to 
buy in the next 
up and coming 
area. They are 
keen to make a quick buck 
before others catch on. 

But to do this you need to 
know your market. You can't get 
to know it merely by reading 
speculative reports such as what 
might happen if a Crossrail 
station were to pop up in your 
chosen area. 

When examining projects from 
abroad don't make assumptions. 
For instance, it's easy to sell 
the idea that a new transport 
connection will make a less 
privileged area the hip place to 
be overnight but, in reality, this 
seldom happens. 

Don't just take a developer's 
word for something and reserve 
a property on the back of a great 
marketing suite and a glossy 
brochure. 

If you can't get over to the 
country you're looking to buy 
in, then speak to people in the 
know be they agents who are 
familiar with the area or friends 
whose opinion you trust. Do your 
homework.
